Ozt "William 'Whitaker, the new As- 


giBtaut Bishop of tenuhjlvBnia, was 
born in New Salem, Mass., May 10th, 
1838. 
Ho graduated from Middlebury 


College, Vermont, in 1856, and for four 
yearn was principal of tbe High School 
in North Broolifield, Mass. He then 
(1860) entered th» General Theological 
S«mii«ary, New York, and graduated 
tlieielrom three years later. 
H« was or- 


dmned in Daaoon'a Orders July 15lb, 
1863, in Grace Cburoh, Boston, by the 
Bight Rov. Manton Eastburn, D. D., 
and to Priest's Orders in St. Stephen's 
Church, Boston, by the same prelate, 
August 7th. In September following 
(1863) he went West and becanw rector 
of St. John's Church, Gold Hill, Nev 
He continued his ministrations in that 
parish for two years, duung which time 
the 'present St. John's Church wn3 
erected. 
In 1865 he returned to th» 


East, where he remained iu active work 
for neorly two yearH. Then receiving 
a call to tbe rectorship of St. Paul's 
Church, Virginia City, Nov., he accepted 
it, and for nineteen ye»rs he ban been 
identified with the religious and other 
enterprises of that growing city. 


At the im-etiug of the General Con- 


vention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church of the United States, held in St. 
John'H Chttpel, New Yorkvm 1868, he 
was unanimously elected by both Houses 
of the Convention, Mi^sionnry Bishop 
of Nevada. He accepted the office in 
1869, and was consecrated in St. George's 
Church, N«w York city, October 13sh, 
1869.
